I have a suggestion for an addition to your program ROOTS. I operate a long established not- for- profit corporation so 
no compensation is intended. 

Our foundation owns an extremely rare (only three examples known) 1838 American coin containing the legend AM I 
NOT A MAN AND A BROTHER. There is also a rather common 1838 companion American token with the legend AM I 
NOT A WOMAN AND A SISTER. Both were issued by the American Anti-Slavery Society in New York in 1838 and were 
adapted from similar tokens issued by the British Anti-Slavery Society in 1795 with the same legends. 

We also have a few of small denomination 18th Century Spanish- American coins which have holes punched in near the 
edge apparently to be worn on a string around the ankle of a female slave to indicate that she was married. 

I hope some of that may be new to you. 

I am spending the summer at our Chilmark, Martha's Vineyard residence and plan to attend your August 18, 2012 
presentation here.
